immediate steps to correct the situation."

The 'situation' referred to was the fact that since January 


1st of this year. Dixon has had more than 60 unsolved rob- 
beries, house-breakings, and attempted house-breakings. In 
addition there have been almost nightly reports of "peeping 
Toms" and 'prowlers'.

Commissioner Shawger stateil that two police cars are 


being assignor} 'at once' to patrol the city at night.

The Telegraph that he favors uniformed men generally, but 
that he believes that plain clothesmen are the answer to the 
robberies and other somewhat similar types of violations. As 
a step in that direction he last night ordered Police Chief 
Harry Fischer and Assistant Chief Frank Tyne to get into 
plain clothes. He indicated today that if this does not work 
out because of the fact that the chief is required to spend 
much of his time at police headquarters, other men will be 
assigned to plain clothes duty.
